E find, by the News-Papers, that a 
‘@ late Commander of one of his Ma- 
jefty’s Ships of War, who had been 
removed from that Station by the 
Sentence of a Court-Martial, is ap- 
pointed upon the Rank of Rear- 
; Admiral. ‘This Gentleman com- 
sanded one of the beit Ships in the Navy, in the late 
famous Aétion under the brave Admiral Drubber, where 
his Conduét appeared fo very exceptionable to all the Cap- 
tains of that Fleet, that they unanimoufly infifted on his 
being brought to anfwer for it before a Court-Martial, 
Accordingly, we find him in the 4dmiral’s Account of that 
faccefsfal Battle, not only excepted from any Share of 
Praife among his Brother-Officers, but actually impeached 
of Mifbehaviour; fo that a Court Martial was foon after 
convened, where, on a full Hearing and a fair Trial, he 
was reduced and rendered incapable of his Majefty’s Service 
during Pleafure.

As we have not heard of any Partiality imputed to this 
Court-Martial, excepting the Lenity of the Sentence, or 
that any of the Officers that compofed it had entertained 
any Ill-Will or Difpleafure againft the Delinquent, fo as 
to give a Bias towards the Side of Severity, there is all the 
Reafon in the World to conclude, that their Determination 
was juft and honorable. If fo, it is worth confidering, 
whether this late extraordinary Favour that has beén con- 
ferred on the Cafhiered, does not reflect {ome Difgrace upon 
the Judgment of the Court-Martial, and may have a very 
bad Effeét upon the Minds af thofe who may be commif- 
fioned upon the like Occafion for the future ; fo as to deter 
them from giving a juft Judgment upon a Perfon, who, 
however criminal, may find Intereft at C*t to have their 
Proceedings tacitly cenfured, and themfelves affronted, by 
a Promotion in the Face of Daylight and Conviction! and 
fuch a Promotion as places the Criminal above them, in 
Defiance of their Juftice and in Contempt of their own 
faithful Services to their King and Country! a dangerous 
Difcouragement to the Juit and Brave, and a moft perni- 
cious Example in the Eye of the Navy. But thus it will 
be while Boys are placed at the Head of a Set of Timc- 
Servers, to prefide over the Affairs of Neptune. May not 
a brave Man on fuch an Occafion, be well tempted to burl 
in the Teeth of an inexperienced Brother-Subjeét, whom 
Partiality had placed above him, what the famous, Duke 
d’Offima in Spain difdainfully faid to his undilcerning 
King, This it is to ferve under a Boy. 


The Earl of Berkeley gave a notable Inftance of his in- 
flexible Virtue in the late Reige, in his Station of Firft 
Lord Commiffioner of the Admiralty. A Gentleman, who 
was the Natural Son of one of the greateft Men of his 
Time, had, while Chefd’Efcadre, or, as we call it, Com- 
modore, incurred a violent Sufpicion of his Unwillingnefs 
to fight the Enemy, who appeared to be ftronger by one 
Ship only than himfelf. ‘The Earl marked him down in 
Ins Black-Book, and when, by the Intereft of his Family, 
he was named for a Flag, the Earl refufed to fign his Com- 
miflion, and perfifted in_it even againft the Commands of 





his Sovereign, not from any perfonal Pique, but becaufe 
that he would not give a bad Example in the Navy, by 
favouring a Perfon under fuch an Jmputation ; for the Ear! 
was as nice in his Officers, as Cafar was in his Wile : 
‘© He would not have them as much as fufpeéted.” 

If any After-Circumftance has appeared to our moft 
difcerning Superiors, in Favor of the Gentleman, who fo 
happily found Means to re-eftablifh his own Reputation at the 
Expence of that of his 'udges, fo as to induce the Power- 
ful to wipe off or mitigate the Sentence pronounced againit 
him, it ought to have been made public previous to the 
Mark of m*n*ft*r*1 Honor with which he has been dif- 
tinguifhed, as well in Juftification of the Gentleman him- 
felf and his C*t-Friends, as in Apology for the Court- 
Mart’al, where no fuch favourable Circumftance occurred 
to Confideration. This would have interefied every good 
Man in the Nation of his Side, and pacified the gallant 
Officers of that Fleet, who may apprehend themfelves ill 
ufed, in having a Perfon placed over their Heads, who 
had been convifted of a Pailure in his Duty, where they 
had performed theirs fo well. ’Tis fuch a difcouraging 
Circamftance, as requires the mode Oratory of the double- 
faced Fanus of our'Times to palliate, fo as to flop the Pro- 
grefs of Murmurs, and reconcile the Brave to their Duty, 
unlefs the Pablic are convinced by undoubted Facts of fome 
Hardhhip appearing in the Gentleman’s Cate. 

The World in Charity will'incline to believe, that fome- 
thing very interefting has appeared for him ; and the more 
fo, as he was tried before an unblemifhed Court; when 
the brave and highly-injared Officerscin the Mediterrancan 
Fleet have met with no Mitigation of the rigorous Sentences, 
which were long fince pronounced upon them, by a C¥t 
M**1 fligmatized with the public Odium, and rendered 
“famous to Polterity for the moft p*rt*! Proceedings as ever 


truckled to the Di¢tates of a proferibing Cea/ition :—A | 


C*t arraigned, condemned, and branded throughout all 
Europe! and whofe arbitrary Judgmerts have been re- 
verfed in the private Opinion of every honeft Man. ‘The 





But why mention I the Hardthip of this vigilant Officer 
(for fo he was, but alas! no Officer now) when his Cor- 
mander in Chief lies under the Preffure of the fame Injuftice! 
A Gentleman thought fo well qualified for that high Sta- 
tion by the late Lord Berkeley, as to deferve, not only his 
Notice, but his Recommendation too. I have taken the 
Liberty to remark, in a former Paper, upon the unparal- 
leled ‘Treatment which this gadlent Chief met with from 
the prottituted Confciences of a*garbled Bench, devoted to 
clandeftine Orders, and refolved on his Deftru€tion at the 
Expence of T*th and J*it*ce.

Laft Saturday Morning, abovt One o’Clock, a Gang 
of Sailors, who faid they had received ill Ufage, and had 
their Pockets picked at a Houfe in Lemon ftreet, Good- 
man’s Fields, rifled the fame in a furious Manner, deftroy- 
ing every thing in the Houfe; which was done, and the 
Sailors difperfed, before a Party of Guards from the 
‘Tower could seach the Place. In the Fray one Sailor had 
his Hace cut and mangled in a terrible Manner, and there 
are little Hopes of his Recovery. Sevcrab of thofe con- 
cerned in this Outrage have fince been difcovered and 
taken. All the Houfes of ill Repute in the Neighbourhood 
were removing their Effc&s, to avoid the like ‘Treatment. 

One of the Perfons, confined in Newgate on Account of 
the like Difturbances in the Strand lately, died laft Weck 
there. 

Latt Saturday a Servant belonging to the Hofpital for 
curing the Small Pox, in the Lower Street, 'flington, was 
going to Newington, he was attacked by two Sailors, who 
finding he had no Money, ftript him entirely naked ; in 
which Condition he was obliged to return to that Hofpital. 

Wednefday 7-Night a melancholy Accident happened at 
Brindley in Staffordthire, one Mrs. Halfey, a young Wo- 
man, who had a few Hours before been delivered of a 
Child, by fome Accident fome Linnen took Fire in another 
Room, which burntthro’ the Ceiling, and in the Abfence 
of the Narfe, who was gone to vifita Neighbour, Mrs. 
LHaliey and the Child were fuffocated, and the Houfe, 
Cow-lloufe, Barns, and Stables confumed. 

Laft Monday the Affizes ended at Croydon for the 
County of Surry, when eight Perfons received Sentence of 
Death, viz. John Rayner, ‘Thomas Neale, William
